IN JEFFERSON CITY 


Succumbs to Pneumonia 
After Long Illness— 
Funeral Services in 
Capital Thursday.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 20— 
Secretary of State Wilson Bell of 
Jefferson City and Potosi died at 
his home here early today. He was 
49 years old. : 
Bell had been ill since October. 
He was recovering from an opera- 
tion in a St. Louis hospitgl for 
removal of a kidney but suffered 
a relapse recently. Cause of death 
‘was given as pneumonia. 
Prior to his ilines he had been 
mentioned as a possible candidate 
for the Democritic nomination for 
governor in the 1948 primary. 
The vacancy in the Office of 
Secretary of State, created by 
Bell's death, will be filled by an 
appointment by Gov. Donnelly. .

RAGE ISSUE AT 
LYNCHING: TRIAL 


(Counsel Says He Wishes 


Were Dead — Jurist 
Threatens to Stop His 
Argument. 


GREENVILLE, 8.C., May 20 
(AP)—A defense attorney for 28 
white men implied today the Fed- 
eral Government sought to use a 
lynching trial “to get votes in the 
North in a crucial election” and 


added, “Willie Earle (the Negro 
victim) is dead, and I wish more 
like him were dead.” 

_Judge J. Robert Martin Jr. 
thundered, “You confine yourself 
to my ruling (against racial is- 
sués) or I'll stop you from arguing 
to the jury.” 

“IT didn’t refer to Willie Earle 
as a Negro,” protested Defense 
Counsel John B, Culbertson, 

“Highly Prejudicial.” 
“I don’t gare what you referred 
to, I’m warning you,” said the 
Court, “it is highly prejudicial.” 
Culbertson then turned to the 
jury and ¢ontinued, “If a mad 
dog were loose in my community 
I would shoot the dog and let 
them prosecute me.” 
Earlier, Culbertson remarked 
that Attorney General Tom Clark 
— “a Southern boy from Texas”— 
had ordered the FBI to investi- 
gate the lynching. 
“If a Democratic administra- 
tion would do that to us,” he said, 
“what would a Republican admin- 
istration do? Could it be that 
they hope to use the South to get 
votes in the North in a crucial 
election?” 
(The FBI, on orders from Clark, 
took part in the early investiga- 
tion of the lynching but has no 
part in the present state trial.) 

Judge’s Ruling. 

Before the jury was brought in, 
Judge Martin told defense coun- 
sel, “You will not be permitted by 
this court in your arguments to 
the jury to inject any racial issue.” 
He allowed defense lawyers to 
quote from unsworn statements of 
26 defendants, in which reference 
was made to alleged admission by 
Earle that he stabbed a white 
taxicab driver. 
The judge rebuked spectators 
for comment and laughter during 
defense arguments, and declared, 
“I will clear the court’ if the dis-

Mrs. Seanor, a widow who lives 
with her 17-year-old son at 5325 
Bartmer avenue, admitted, accord- 
ing to agents of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, that she 
systematically took about $70 a 
month from the bank from Au- 
gust 1945 until last April 3, when 
the defalcations were discovered. 
A brother, George Seanor, a War 
Department engineer in the Pan- 
ama, Canal Zone, has made resti- 
tutioh, they said. . 
Federal investigators quoted 
Mrs, Seanor as stating she took 
the money because her salary was 
insufficient to meet the living ex- 
penses of her son and herself. 
When she went to work for the 
bank in February 1945 she re- 
ceived $160 a month. This was in- 
creased to $170 a month last No- 
vember. 

Her shortages were covered, 
federal agents stated, by sending 
a daily fictitious cash report to 
the head auditor, after taking 
cash from her cage. The investi- 
gators stated that she told them 
that when she went on a vacation 
in July 1946 she had a shortage 
of $900 which she covered by

Wholesale violations of federal 
law in the Kansas City primary 
elections last August were alleged 
today by Senator Kem (Rep.), 
Missouri, in a Senate speech. He 
introduced a resolution asking 
for an investigation by the Ju- 
diciary Committee into the fail- 
ure of Attorney General Tom C, 
Clark to take action. Clark’s posi- 
tion is that no evidence of a fed- 
eral violation has been estab- 

lished, 

A Jackson county grand jury 
last April returned 42 indictments 
against 39 individuals on the basis 
of evidence gathered in nine pre- 
cincts. Much of the evidence was 
compiled by special investigators 
hired by the Kansas City Star. 

Just before Kem spoke, dis- 
patches from Kansas City dis- 
closed that indictments had been 
returned today against 26 more 
persons in the vote inquiry. The 
investigation is continuing. 

In Democratic Primary. 

The alleged frauds occurred in 
the Democratic primary in which 
Roger C. Slaughter, then Repre- 
sentative from the Fifth District, 
was defeated for the nomination 
by Enos Axtell, who was sup- 
ported by President Truman and 
the Pendergast organization. Ax- 
tell subsequently was defeated by 
Albert L. Reeves Jr., a Repub- 
lican,

Sky Clears to Give Scientists 
In Brazil Ideal View of Eclipse

BOCAIUVA, Brazil, May 20 
(UP)—The sun’s total eclipse was 
observed today under virtually 
perfect conditions with the moon’s 
passage across the sun’s face 
throwing the semi-jungle land into 
darkness through which stars 
shone paley. 

A quarter hour before the pe- 
riod of totality began, scattered 
clouds moved out. of the path of 
the sun, allowing’ scien to 
make their observations with sa 
minimum of atmospheric interfer- 
ence. 

The moon completedly blacked 
out the sun at 7:34.8 a.m. (St. 
Louis time), exactly as scientists 
had forecast. At 7:38.6 totality 
ended as the moon, completing its 
quick transit of the path of the

A strike of 29 laborers employed 
by the city of Belleville shut down 
municipal services including gar- 
bage collections, s®@wage disposal 
and the digging of graves in the 
city-owned Walnut Hill Cemetery 
today. 

The strike was called this morn- 
ing after members of the Belle- 
villet City Council refused last 
night to take any action on the 
laborers’ demand for a wage in- 
crease of $20 a month. A $10 a 
month increase, voted to all. city 
employes by the council two 
weeks ago, has been rejected by 
the laborers, who now make $160 
monthly. 

Garbage collections, normally 
made six days a week, were halt- 
ed today when the strikers re- 
fused to drive the garbage trucks. 
Sewage, city officials said, could

10 PCT. PRICE CUT 
PLAN IS DROPPED 
IN NEWBURYPORT 


NEWBURYPORT; Mass., May 
20 (AP)—This community has vir- 
tually abandoned its widely her- 
alded 10 per cent price-cutting 
program—a month after it became 
effective — because, merchants 
said, they did not get co-operation 
of suppliers. 

Sponsors said they were still re-. 
ceiving inquiries about the plan, 
but in reply they were stressing 
that a 10 per cent across-the- 
board cut cannot be sustained un- 
til prices come down all the way 
from maker to consumer. 

The Northeast Essex Develop- 

ment Council, which supported 
the original 10-day experiment, re- 
ported that when the trial period 
ended, first one merchant and 
then another dropped out quietly 
although it had‘been voted to con- 
tinue indefinitely. 
Almost without exception, mer- 
chants said it was too costly to 
continue without similar cuts 
from suppliers. One food store 
reported it lost $100 in the experi- 
ment. Shoe retailers said they 
were unable to obtain a single re- 
duction from suppliers. 

Shoppers still benefit in some 
lines because, sponsors reported, 
manufacturers of some products 
have continued to offer reduc- 
tions, particularly those supplying 
the city’s largest chain depart- 
ment store.

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Russian in Radio Speech Says ‘Monopoly Is 


Illusion’—Repeats Demand for Barring 
of Bomb as First Step.

NEW YORK, May 20 (UP)— 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, Russian delegate to, the 
United Nations Security Council, 
went to the American public last 
night with an appeal for the United 
States to speed the outlawing of 
atomic bombs and all other weap- 
ons of mass destruction, including 
germ warfare. 

He warned that although the 
United States still led in atomic 
developments, any thought of a 
monopoly “is an illusion,” and that 
some day the United States might 
find itself lagging behind other 
countries in “certain dangerous 
kinds of weapons.” 

Gromyko spoke at a meeting of 
the American-Russian Institute. 
His speech was broadcast through- 
out the United States, marking 


the first time that Gromyko has 
made such a direct attempt to 
explain Soviet policies to Ameri- 
cans, 


His half-hour address was the 
clearest summary he has given on 
Russian attitudes toward disarm- 
ament and atomic weapons, It re- 
affirmed the strong Soviet policies 
which the United States and Great 
en have been unable to ac- 
cept. 


Gromyko made these ‘points, 
which showed that a final agree- 
ment was not close: 

1, Russia cannot accept Ameri- 
can proposal for unhampered in- 
ternational inspection to enforce 
disarmament treaties. This plan, 
he said, would give the interna- 
tional inspectors too much au-

Harper is 41 years old, and has 
practiced law since 1929. He 
served in the Army in World War 
II, in New Guinea and the South 
Pacific. He was a member of the 
Tenth District Congressional Com- 
mittee of his party, and later of 
the state committee. He was sup- 
ported by President Truman for 
the state chairmanship last year. 
He was a partisan of Truman in 
the 1940 contest with Gov. Lloyd 
C, Stark, and the Truman sup- 
port elected Harper over Stark 
as Missouri’s honorary vice chair- 
man in the Democratic national 
convention of that year. 

Judge Collet’s appointment, still 
to be confirmed by the Senate, is 
to the vacancy created by retire- 
ment of Judge Kimbrough Stone 
from the appellate bench.

RALLIES. ‘ABOUT

Carried to Chair After

Ross quoted the President's phy- 
sician, Brig. Gen, Wallace H. Gra- 
ham as saying she “thoroughly 
enjoyed” rocking and talking with 
the President. 

Earlier, President Truman told 
reporters at Kansas City, where he 
spent the night, that his mother 
was “all right” then, but that she 
had had “a kind of bad night.” 

Every effort is being made to 
humor Mrs. Truman, whose “very 
tired and weak heart” has left 
her fighting what all here now re- 
gard as a losing battle. 

The President and his sister, 
Miss Mary Jane ‘Truman, carried 
their mother to her rocking chair, 
and talked with her as she rocked 
herself. 


Mrs. Truman had coffee, milk 
and her usual protein mixture for 
breakfast, and looked forward to 
the return of Margaret, the Presi- 
dent’s daughter, who flew in from 
a canceled concert engagement 
yesterday. Miss Truman arrived 
at 11:15 a.m. and went into the 
house to see her grandmother. 

The President arrived at his 
mother’s home here a few minutes 
before 8 o'clock.

CLARKSVILLL, Tenn., May 20 
(UP) — Mac Robinson, a high 
school football hero, has suffered 
a nervous breakdown which his 
doctor said was brought about by 
the high pressure tactics of col- 
lege scouts who “hounded him 
right and left.” 

The 18-year-old youth, who was 
missing for 16 hours, was found 
wandering in a daze near the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Paul 
Davenport, last night. He was 
muttering over and over, “Please 
leave :--e alone; please don’t let 
anyone bother me.” . 

He was unable to explain where 
he had been or what had hap-

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., May 20 
(AP)—The United States today ac- 
cused three Soviet satellite states 
in the Balkans of defying the au- 
thority of the United Nations by 
refusal to co-operate with a U.N, 
border watch group posted in 
northern Greece, 

Referring to Albania, Yugo- 
slavia and Bulgaria, United States 
deputy delegate Herschel V. John- 
son said “it is entirely inadmis- 


sible for the Security Council to 
accept their refusal to co-operate.” 

The three Slav states, accused 
by Greece of fomenting attacks on 
the government in northern 
Greece, have served notice they 
consider the subsidiary group il- 
legally formed and therefore will 
not co-operate with it. 

“It seems to me,” Johnson said, 
“that if they.refuse to co-operate 
when requested (by the Security 
Council) they would put them- 
selves in the grave position of de- 
liberate defiance of the U.N. In 
the case of Yugoslavia, that would 
be a violation of membership; 
in the case of others, of their 
voluntary agreement to accept the 
authority of the Council in this . 
matter.” 

Johnson opposed a Russiag pro- 
posal to curtail the powers of thé 
frontier investigators, contending 
such a step would “paralyze the 
subsidiary group.” 

Dr. Quo Tai-chi of China agreed 
with the United States that the 
three Balkan states were bound 
to assist the inquiry group. 

Accusation by Greece. : 

The American statement came 
after Greece charged that Alban- 
ian, Yugoslav and Bulgarian lia- 
ison officers with the border com- 
mission engaged at Athens in “in- 
terferences designed to aid those 
who would bring Greéce by force- 
ful means into the Communist 
camp.” 

Greek Ambassador Vassili Den- 
dramis made the accusation in 
opposing a Russian demand that 
the U.N. patrol group move its 
headquarters to Athens from Salo- 
nika, near the troubled frontiers. 
Dendramis said his government 
had protested unsuccessfully 
against what he called “the abuse 
by the liaison officers and agents 
of the disputant countries of their 
privileged status.” 

“The military authorities in 
Greece are daily receiving in- 
formation showing that several 
armed bands emanating from 
Balkan countries are penetrating 
into Greek territory or are taking 
refuge in these countries when 
pursued by our armed forces,” he 
said. 

Kahreman Yili ot Albania ques- 
tioned the authority of the investi- 
gators to maintain an unrestricted 
vigil over the borders separating 
Greece from Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. 

The Council adjourned until 
Thursday without reaching a vote 
on the Russian proposal, 


GREEKS SAY SLAVS 
PLAN AGGRESSIONS 


GENEVA; May 20 (UP)—Greece 
charged before the United Nations 
Balkan commission today that 


Yugoslavia, Albania and Bulgaria 
were planning new acts of aggres- 
sion against Greece on an increas- 
ing scale. 

Alexander Kyrou, Greek liaison 
representative to the commission, 
made the new charges against the 
countries bordering Greece on the 
north.

“During these troubled times I 
doubt the wisdom of these sub- 
stantial cuts. Maybe 12 months 
hence, after world conditions are 
clarified, these cuts can be sub- 
stantiated by even going deeper. 
But, at this particular time, I do 
not approve of the chances we 
are taking.” ks 

On the other side, Representa- 
tive Taber (Rep.), New York, 
chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, called for co-ordina- 
tion of activities of the Army, the 
Navy, the Air Corps, the Marine 
Corps and the Maritime Commis- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
The Navy has disclosed that Lt. 
Comdr, Edward N. Little, on trial 
here for the last two months in 
a secret court martial, is accused 
of “maltreatment” of other Amer- 
icans in a Japanese prison camp. 
_ Little was the senior in rank 
among Americans held in the 
camp. Hence, under prisoner-of- 
war conventions, the others were 
under his orders. The Navy an- 
nouncement last night said the 
main charges against him are: - 
Maltreatment of a person: sub- 
ject to his orders; conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and disci- 
pline and conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 

The Navy statement gave no 
further information. 

Testimony in Case, 
However, Tokyo dispatches say 
Capt. Isao Fukuhara, commander 
of Japanese camp 17-B at Omuta, 
testified et his trial on atrocity 
charges in February 1946 that a 
Lt. E..N. Little requested punish- 
ment of a prisoner for stealing 
bread. 

Fukuhara said the prisoner, Pvt. 


N.Y., was put in the guardhouse, 
An affidavit by another pris 
oner, introduced at the Fukuhara 
trial, said Knight died of torture 
in the guardhouse. The affidavit 
did not specify whether this hap 
pened while’ Knight was there: on 
the bread-stealing charge. 

Allied headquarters. in Tokyo 
said Little, later promoted to his 
present rank, was mess officer at 
the Japanese prison camp. 

The camp’s commander was exe- 
cuted last August. 

Alva C, Carpenter, chief of the 
Allied headquarters legal section 
in Tokyo, said affidavits from a 
number of former prisoners say- 
ing Little turned them over to 
Japanese guards for punishment 
have been sent to Washington. 
The Navy said its files -here 
show Little is 39 years old, that 
he was appointed to Annapolis in 
1926 after Navy service as an’ en- 
listed man, and that he was grad- 
uated in 1930. He was captured 
in the fall of Corregidor. . 
The Navy said he was freed 
from the Japanese prison camp 
in October 1945 and was at the 
naval hospital in Oakland, Calif., 
until Jan. 24, 1946, 

At first the Navy announced 
Monrovia, Calif., as Little’s ad- 
dress, but later said a recheck of 
files showed Decatur, Ill, as a 
more recent address, His mother 
is Mrs. Addie Little .of ‘Decatur. 
His father ig. dead. He was gradu- 
ated from Decatur High School 
with scholastic honors. 

(In Decatur, members of Little’s 
family charged he was the victim 
of “an Army frameup.” 
(“Edward was the -only Navy 
man in the camp, and he was an 
officer, too,” said his mother, Mrs. 
Addie Little, a seamstress. “You 
know how the Army is about the 
Navy.” : 

(R. Don Little of Decatur ‘quot- 
ed his brother as saying he had 
been “framed,” but that he was 
confident of acquittal. 

(“I krniow he is innocent,” his 
mother said. “Anybody whe knows 
Edward knows. he is not capable 
of anything like that.” She said 
he is married and has a 10-year- 
old daughter.)

The charges with which the 
Navy confronts Little are the 
same ones whispered to me in 
September 1945 when I. reached 
this tragic camp from Nagasaki 
as the first visitor from the free 
world beyond the gates. One en? 
listed man after another told me: 
“When I get home I'll get Little 
broken if its the last thing I do.” 
Other skinny, hollow-eyed Amer- 
icans with equal vehemence and 
perhaps more justice said that 
Little had made himself unpopular 
by his strictness in handling food 
distribution, but that anyone 


filled men would, likewise, have 
gained enemies.

Even without using this club as 
evidence, an American military 
court-martial has already sent to

ing fof an American to defend 
him, marched to his death last 
Aug. 9. According to Drew Pear- 
son, who first revealed the secret 
Navy trial, Lt. K. Uri, an early 
commander, has also been exe- 
cuted. - 

Won Silver Star. 


Several enlisted men told me 
that Little did the dirty work of 
these two Japanese commanders 
in tipping off misdeeds by Ameri- 
can prisoners. They did not hesi- 
tate to call him “a stool pigeon 
for the Japs.” However, Little 
has an excellent navy record and 
has already been awarded the Sil- 
ver Star for action on Bataan. 

In this camp it was part of the 
Japanese technique to feed the 
prisoners insufficiently, but to 
make the American officers re- 
sponsible for distribution. Food 
handlers had the prize posts under 
Little’s administration. Around the 
long, drab tables tiny shovelfuls 
of rice with a slice of pickle were 
given out. Little’s chief cook was 
a youngster who told me: 
only meat was dog and aog was 
rare. I never want to chop up 
another dog.” 

Two groups of officers formed 
warring cliques in the camp, thus 
undermining discipline by losing 
the men’s respect. One bitter issue 
was the black market in rice..Only 
men who worked full-time in the 
rotten-beamed coal mine—through 
whose corridors, running with wa- 
ter, I have walked for miles— 
could get full rations. Those too 
sick to go underground got two- 
thirds rations unless they were 
confined to the infirmary, where 
they got one-third. One man with 
whom I talked had paid another 
one a full dipper of rice to break 
his*arm 0 that he could stay 
above ground, 


As his secret trial undoubtedly 
is revealing, Little was active in 
trying to break up this exchange 
system of food, This barter, 
natural enough in a moneyless 
camp of famine, undoubtedly 
made his attempts to get more 
food from the Japanese more diffi- 
cult than they already were. Little 
told me how hard he tried to get 
the black marked stamped out in 
order to meet the recurrent Japa- 
nese argument: “The Americans 
have food enough to trade with, 
don’t they?” 
Deaths of Two Yanks. 


The strongest case which ‘Little’s 
enemies have against him centers 
around the deaths of William 
Knight, who was beaten to death 
with the club in my possession, 
and of James Paviockus, who was 
starved and dehydrated until he 
died. It is’ asserted that Little 
reported these men to the Japa- 
nese, s 

Here is what I was told com- 
monly about these deaths when I 
reached Camp 17 several days in 
advance of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s liberation teams: 

“Little did turn these men in to

Fribey of Pana and Norman Barry 
of Chicago, and Representatives 
Carl Preihns of Pana and Paul 
Powell of Vienna, The four walked 
out of a committee hearing April 
26, calling the Republican-domi- 
nated group a “whitewash com- 
mittee,” and saying they would 
prepare their own report. 

The tentative Democratic . re- 
port, read and discussed yester- 
day at a meeting attended by the 
four Demiocrats and by reporters, 
said Green had failed “to make 
sure his appointees enforced” mine 
safety laws. Copies of the draft 
were not given to reporters. 

It also contended that the pay- 
roll of the Mines and Minerals 
Department had been “padded” in 
the two months prior to the ex- 
plosion and the April 1 Chicago 
mayoralty election won by Demo- 
crat Martin H. Kennelly. 

The Democratic draft said the 
payroll of the department then in- 
cluded names of Chicago residents 
who “didn’t know anything about 
mining.” It criticized directors of 
the department for this and other 
actions and omissions. 

Neither the majority nor the 
minority report has been filed 
with the Legislature. 
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the Japs and may even have urged 
the Japs to make an example by 
punishing them severely.

We 
prisoners never decided whether it 
was better to thwart or submit to 
the Japs. ° 

“But Little figured that even at 

the cost of seeming to play ball 
with the Japanese he had to halt 
food thievery or else hundreds of 
men would suffer rice cuts.” . 

Little’s friends say he never 
knew what terrible penalties were 
being inflicted on the Americans 
whom his words had doomed and 
was powerless to intervene. 

Little’s enemies point out that 
shrieks and sounds of suffering 
from the guardhouse were audible 
all over the gray, tragic quadran- 
gle of Camp 17. 

The United States navy is proud 
of its discipline. Should that dis- 
cipline be equally stern in an en- 
emy prison camp? This is the 
question being decided in secret 
by the case of Comdr. Little. 


EISENHOWER SAYS

Program Urged to Aid 
Nations ‘Trembling in 
Balance’ — Subcommit- 
tee Approves Bill, 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
A House foreign affairs subcom- 
mittee today approved legislation 
authorizing establishment of an 
“office of information and edu- 
cational exchange” in the State 
Department. Under the bill, the 
office—with several restrictions— 
would be directed to carry on an 
information program, including 
the “Voice of America” broad- 
casts. 

The subcommittee acted after 
hearing Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Army chief of staff, urge 
approval of the legislation. He 
expressed conviction that all the 
nations of the world “can live to- 
gether peacefully if we use a little 
sense” and cultivate common un- 
derstanding. 

Eisenhower said the program to 
inform the rest of the world about 
American democracy is vital to 
help countries “trembling in the 
balance”’—those which “don’t know 
which way to go.” “The more de- 
mocracy is practiced, the safer we 
are,” he testified, adding that 
those who practice that kind of 
government are not “aggressors.” 


‘Must Be Truth, Only Truth.’ 
He asserted the information pro- 
gram -“must be truth, and only 
truth. If we are going to use our 
influence, power and wealth to 
lift people up, then we've got to 
give them facts.” He said all the 
news—both good and bad—should 
be sent out, but in “the proper 
perspective.” 

Eisenhower emphasized that “no 
single field” should be overlooked 
in developing understanding, that 
it should be cultivated through 
information, through reciprocal 
exchange of students, teachers and 
professional men, and _ through 
cultural relations, 

He cited one example of how 
little the Russians knew about 
Americans. He said that when the 
Soviet and American armies met, 
Russian soldiers were overheard 
inquiring: “Where did the Amer- 
ican soldiers get so many. Russian 
jeeps?”

Mostly for Occupation Costs—Marshall Sees 
No ‘Immediate’ Prospect of Further Aid 
on Greek-Turk Pattern.

WASHINGTON, May 20 (UP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said today that he is work- 
ing on a global study of the 
world’s economic needs. But, he 
said, no immediate appropriation 
similar to that of the Greek-Turk- 
ish aid bill is in prospect. 

He emphasized the word 
mediate.” 


He exempted the situation in 
Korea, where he said the State 
and War Departments soon would 
have to ask Congress for an ap- 
propriation of about $200,000,900, 
Of this, $78,000,000 would be for 
rehabilitation purposes and the 
rest for occupation costs, includ- 
ing food. 

Disagrees With Bevin. 

Marshall made his statement 
at a news conference in which he 
also disagreed sharply with Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin’s charge that failure of the 
Moscow conference was due in 
part to the “full press coverage” 
given it by the American press. 

In contrast, Marshall said that 
general press coverage of such 
meetings was very important. 
But, he added, he did not like 
the appeal to passion and prej- 
udice which characterized many 
of the statements made by for- 
eign ministers. 

The cure is not to suppress 
press coverage, Marshall said. He 
then was asked whether the cure 
was less appeal to passion and 
prejudice by the ministers them- 
selves, Marshall replied that was 
his thought. 

Chinese Developments. 

Marshall also said the State 
Department, under his direction, 
is following developments in 
China very closely and trying to 
find some way to help China eco- 
nomically in a manner that could 
be justified with Congress and 
the American public. 

This statement was made in 
answer to a question whether the 
United’ States was considering 
early rélease of the $500,000,000 
earmarked by the Export-Import 
Bank as a loan to China. This 
loan has been held up until China 
put its house in order. 

Marshall said the fighting be- 
tween Chinese Communists and 
Nationalists was of less impor- 
tance than China’s inflationary 
economic situation. : 

Marshall will consult today with

Clayton on United States foreign 
economic policy. Clayton has just 
returned from the international 
trade conferences in Geneva. 
Needs of Other Countries. 

Marshal! said his new planning 
division, headed by George F. 
Kennan, is studying the world 
economic. situation—in Europe, in 
the Far East, in the Middle East 
and other depressed areas. 

But with the exception of Ko- 
rea, Marshall said, the only im- 
mediate requests for more money 
from Congress for foreign aid 
would be through the War De- 
partment for occupation needs. 

What develops in the future, 
after the planning board com- 
pletes its study, remains to be 
seen, he added. 

Marshall said the whole picture 
has been changed by the situa- 
tion in Greece and Turkey and 
the American position in the 
world. Until the State Depart- 
ment’s planning board was set 
up, he said, the United States 
has never had the means .or the 
chance to make such a long-range 
over-all study of world needs and 
American responsibilities, 

Help for Italy. 

Other highlights of Marshall's 
conference: 

Italy—The State Department is 
in favor of a very early allocation 
to Italy of approximately $100,- 
000,000 of the pending $350,000,000 
foreign relief appropriation, 

Palestine— The United States 
has taken no action yet on British 
Srotests against campaigns in 
this country to raise money for 
carrying on armed resistance 
against the British in Palestine. 

Germany — The United States 
and Britain are making progress 
in their efforts to put into effect 
their merger agreement on their 
two zones. Marshall said he has 
no doubt present difficulties will 
be ironed out, 

(The Associated Press report of 
the conference said Marshall stat- 
ed he did not concur in reports 
from London that Britain is look- 
ing to the United States to take 
over British military responsibili- 
ties in the Mediterranean. 

(The A.P. also quoted Marshall 
as saying that while the agree- 
ment with Russia to resume nego- 
tiations on a unified administra- 
tion for Korea is most encourag- 
ing he is superstitious about pre- 
dicting the outcome.)

CONFEREES AGREE 
ON’$3.750.000 
FOR DIRECT RELIEF 


Amount for Unemploy- 
able Needy Is 51 Pct. of 
Total Requested as Nec- 
essary.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 20—A 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee yesterday cut $750,000 from 
the 1947-48 direct relief allotment, 
approved by the Senate, leaving 
only $3,750,000 to care for the 
state’s unemployable needy per- 
sons during the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. 

The compromise relief allot- 
ment amounts to only 51 per cent 
of the $7,346,400 requested by the 
State Division of Welfare as nec- 
essary to meet relief needs jn full. 
It represents an even split of the 
difference between the $4,500,000 
relief appropriation voted by the 
Senate and the $3,000,000 approved 
by the House. 

The committee also eliminated 
Senate increases of $500,000 for 
aid to endent children and 
$200,000 for\adminstration of the 
welfare programs, restoring the 
smaller houge.allotments of $3;000,- 
000 and $1,500,000, respectively. 

The, report of the committee 
recommending the reduced ap- 
propriations will be sent this week, 
to both houses for approval. 

The $3,750,000 relief fund is the 
same that was voted by the last 
legislature for the current fiscal 
year. The present allotment was 
sufficient to pay only 65 per cent 
of the ‘estimated minimum needs 
of recipients up to March 1. Since 
then, because the legislature re- 
fused to vote supplemental] funds, 
relief payments have been re 
duced to 52 per cent of need, or 
an average of $8.57 a month for 
each recipient. 

The cut in dependent children's 
aid carries with it a reduction of 
about $750,000 in Federal matching 
funds for this program. The $3,- 
000,000 state allotment will bring 
in $4,840,000 in federal grants for 
children, but the total will provide 
only 70 per cent of the minimum 
needs of the 651,188 children 
covered by this program, 

The $1,500,000 administrative al . 
lotment is the same as provided 
last year, but due to a change in 
the Federal Government's system 
of granting administrative funds 
to the states, Missouri will actually 
receive $147,000 less under the 
proposed new allotment. 

The welfare appropriation bill 
also carries $20,000,000 in state 
funds for old age pensions, which 
will bring in an additional] $26,910,- 
000 in federal grants for this pur- 
pose. No change was made in this 


allotment by the conference com- 
mittee,

STRIKE SETTLED 
LAST OF MAJOR 
PHONE DISPUTES 


1114-Cent Hourly Wage 
Increase for 20,000— 
Ratification by Rank 
and File of Union Is 


Expected: 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
The Labor Department today an- 
nounced settlement of the last 
major dispute in the telephone 
strike with an 11% cents-an-hour 
average wage boost for 20,000 mem- 


bers of the Association of Com- 
munication Equipment Workers, 

The Western Electric Co. 
against which the union has been 
striking for six weeks, announced 
it will be ready to resume work 
tomorrow tnorning. 

The agreement, reached in pro- 
longed negotiations here, is sub- 
ject to ratification by the union's 
membership, who handle switch- 
board installation work in 42 
states, Approval is considered a 
foregone conclusion. 

Besides the wage settlement, 
the agreement provides a no- 
strike clause for “the two years 
of its life. 

Also included are provisions for 
union security, contract termina- 
tion, arbitration of grievances and 
a guarantee of non-discrimination 
against the strikers. 

The settlement was the second 
involving Western Electric work- 
ers within two days. An agree- 
ment covering 20,000 members of 
the Western Electric Employes 
Association, employed at the com- 
pany’s Kearny (N.J.) plant, was 
announced Sunday. It was rati- 
fied by a rank and file meeting 
in Jersey City last night. 

The new settlement was an- 
nounced by United States Concili- 
ation Commissiqger John Murray 
at the Labor Department. 

“The complete negotiation of 

this new contract with its many 
points in dispute was made pos- 
gible only by the 100 per cent co- 
operation of .both company and 
union representatives,” Murray 
said. “It was in the best tradi- 
tions of free collective bargain- 
ing.” 
Sesion said the hourly increase 
figured out at about $4.60 a week 
—the same amount agreed on in 
the Kearney plant workers’ settle- 
ment. 

The decision is expected to 
bring full restoration of work at 
a number of stelephone exchanges 
where workers refrained from 
crossing picket lines established 
by ACEW even though the work- 
ers’ own unions had settled differ- 
ences with the.

20 Settlements Reached. 

More than 20 individual settle- 
ments, most of them bringing 
wage increases of $2 to $4 weekly, 
have been negotiated since. the 
coast-to-coast telephone strike be- 
gan on April 7.

Coxey said he gave Shirley 
a nickel to buy gum, and then 
sent her on her way home while 
he went in search of'a plumber 
to do some work at his rooming 
house. . 

“That was the last time I saw 
her alive, when she turned the 
cornet,” Coxey told the jury. 

The father then described his 
search for his daughter on learn- 
ing that she had not reached 
home and told of his appeals to 
police. Telling of his first tele- 
phone call to police, Coxey testi- 
fied, “they told me to go and 
take another look, because the 
squad car was too busy with a 
cutting scrape.” 

The police came, Coxey related, 
and he and his family spent a 
sleepless night while the search 
went on, Asked when he next 
saw his daughter, Coxey told of 
being taken to the morgue next 
day by officers. He said Shirley 
Jean “was lying on a slab, she 
was cold and dead,” 

Miss Mary Gloser, a shoe fac- 
tory worker, 1429 North Twenty- 
fourth street, testified she saw the 
girl’s body in an alley near her 
home after Mrs. Martha Hawkins, 
a Negro, 2426A Cass avénue, 
pointed it out to her. Miss Gloser 
thought the girl was still alive 
and said she bent down to her and 
said, “Don’t you worry, honey, 
we'll help you.” Then she touched 
the body and realized the girl was 
dead. 

Asked if she had heard anything 
unusual the night before, Miss 
Gloser replied: “I surely did. 
About midnight a machine came 
down the alley like a bat out of 
hell. It scared me. What struck 
my attention was that the ma- 
chine stopped but the motor kept 
going. Afer 10 minutes, some- 
thing fell. It sounded like a bale 
of hay thrown to the ground.”

STATE RENT CEILING BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE, 18 TO 7 


- By CURTIS A. BETTS 
State Political Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, May 20— 
The state rent control bill, to be 
effective when federal control is 
abolished, was passed by the Sen- 
ate yesterday afternoon with 
barely enough votes. It carried 18 

to 7, 

Had not Senator Ralph Erdwin 
of Concordia changed his vote 
after the roll call had been com- 
pleted, the bill would have failed 
of passage, 

When it seemed the bill had 
been defeated, Senator David E. 
Horn of St. Louis, who handled it 
on the floor, changed his vote 
from aye to no to be in a position 
to move a reconsideration later in 
the week. Erdwin then changed 
his vote from no to aye, and then 
Horn changed back, thus getting 
the 18 votes required. ; 

The principal opposition in the 
debate came from Senator EXiwin 
V. Long of Bowling Green, who 
contended it was unconstitutional. 
His argument was that it deprived 
owners of property of their prop- 
erty rights, and that its applica- 
tion only to areas now under fed- 
eral control had the effect of per- 
mitting the Federal Government 
to fix rental districts under a 
state law. He was supported in 
his opposition by Senator William 
H. Burden of Joplin. 

Senator Horn in the debate had 


the support of Senators Frank L. 


Wilkinson of Kansas City,.H. R. 
Williams of Cassville, John D. 
Fels and Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis county and Edgar J. Keat- 
ing of Kansas City. 

“The bill contains an expiration 
date of June 30, 1948,” ‘Senator 
Horn said, “We hope that by that 
time there will be no need for it. 
There is a need now. There is 
no situation as desperate as that 
of a family without a place to live. 
It is our duty to meet a situation 
which now exists and we are meet- 
ing it with this bill.” 

“When one man’s boy was out 
fighting,” Senator Williams said, 
“another man at home was 
squeezing every penny possible. 
There are people who are trying 
to grab every penny in sight. If 
we had not had rent control in 
my county and in towns in the 
vicinity of Camp Crowder, there 
would have been real suffering by 
people who could not afford to 
meet the rent demand. of the 
money-grabbers, Some of _ the 
landlords violated the eleventh 
commandment—don't get caught 
—and they are on parole from 
federal court.” 

The bill, which is yet to go to 
the House, permits a 15 per cent 
increases in rents of dwelling 
places over the rentals of Jan. 1, 
1947, and permits an earning of 
10 per cent on the value of prop- 
erty which was not rented prior 
to that.time. Newly constructed 
houses and apartments are ex- 
empted from control.

Proposed Conclusion. 


The conclusion advocated by the 
United States delegation, headed 
by Mark F. Ethridge Jr., Louis- 
ville publisher, was: 

“The commission is of the opin- 
ion that discrimination and per- 
secution to which minority polit- 
icr! @pposition groups were sub- 
jected ‘by the Greek Government 
as a result of the atmosphere of 
bitterness and reprisals following 
the civil war of 1944-45 caused 
several thousand persons to flee 
to the mountains or to refuge on 
the soil of Greece’s three north- 
ern neighbors, where they formed 
groups. actively hostile to the 
Greek regime. This is the extent 
of the commission’s opinion of 
the present general disturbed con- 
ditions in Greece which have ex- 
isted since the beginning of the 
war, factors which help to ex- 
plain and thus bear an indirect 
relation to the area of the com- 
mission’s investigations. 

“On the other hand, it in no 
way relieves the three northern 
neighbors of their duty under in- 
ternational law to prevent and 
suppress subversive activity in 
their territory aimed against an- 
other government, nor. does it re- 
lieve them of direct responsibility 
for their support of Greek guer- 
rillas,”

He counter-charged that Greece 
was pursuing an aggressive policy 
against neighboring countries.

Greek Police Bar U. 8. Writer 
From Visiting Crete. 


ATHENS, May 20 (UP)—Greek 
gendarmes today prevented Sey- 
mour Friedin, correspondent of

Gromyko repeated that Russia 
believed in strict international 
control of atomic energy, but he 
rejected the argument for “un- 
limited” inspection and manage- 
ment. He complained also that 
opponents of immediate prohibi- 
tion of atdmic weapons introduce 
proposals “which do not follow 
from the demands made on inter- 
national control of atomie energy” 
and which would give the inspec- 
tors power which might interfere 
with the internal economy of na- 
tions, 

“In other werds, the inspection 
is proposed in such a form that it 
cannot be reconciled with the sov- 
ereignty and independence of 
states,” Gromyko said, “Effective 
inspection does not at all require 
the provision of ynlimited powers 
for the inspectorate, Expan- 
sion of the powers of inspection 
of the limits which would lead to 
interference in the domestic af- 
fairs of states by the control 
organ cannot find any junstifica- 
tion. 

“The Soviet Union cannot agree 
that its national economy be made 
dependent on the will even of a 
majority in the control organ, be+ 
ing aware that such majority may 
take one-sided decisions, The So- 
viet Union cannot subject the fate 
of its national economy to de- 
pendence on the will of the majori- 
ty in such an international organ 
because it realizes that there may 
be decisions dictated not only by 
interests of justice. And it is like- 
ly that not only the Soviet Union 
holds to such a position.” 


Reduction of Arms Urged. 


Gromyko declared that saying a 

system of -security and interna- 
tional control-must be set up be- 
fore a general reduction of arma- 
ments could be effected also was 
arguing for reversal of proper pro- 
cedure, repeating the Russian 
stand that security and interna- 
tional confidénce can only follow 
the limitation of armies and re- 
duction of armaments and that 
delay in disarmament blocks 
establishment of international ac- 
cord. 
The United States and Britain 
have insisted that they can not 
reveal atomic secrets, or lay down 
their canventional weapons until 
U.N. setB up a system for policing 
the world for treaty violations. 
Gromyko argued that the British- 
American attitude might result in 
leaving all problems unsolved, 

“The conscience of humanity 

will not allow the use of this 
weapon (the atomic bomb) as well 
as of all other major weapons of 
mass destruction—bacteriological, 
chemical and others—to remain 
unprohibited,” Gromyko said. 
“Only artificially created obstacles 
hamper the solution of this prob- 
lem. 
“These obstacles must be over- 
come, if we wish not in words but 
in deeds to insure the use of atom- 
ic energy for peaceful purposes 
ohly,”

Alois J. Moerschel, City Treas- 
urer of St. Charles and cashier of 
the First National Bank there, 
who admitted embezzlement of 
$8454 in bank and city funds, will 
be charged with violation of the 
Federal Reserve Act, Assistant 
United States Attorney Herbert 
H. Freer announced today. 

In a signed statement to agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation yesterday, Moersche] ad- 
mitted embezzling $5700 in city 
funds since 1935; $1200 in interest 
payments on a private loan held 
by the bank, since 1940, and 
$1554.89 in interest payments on 
FHA Joaris, since 1941. Moersche! 
made full restitution, Gerald B. 
Norris, agent in charge of the FBI 
here, said. 

Each transaction involving a 
violation of the Federal Reserve 
Act may be considered a sepafate 
count in the charge against Moer- 
schel, with the penalty on each 
count five years in prison, a $500 
fine or both, Norris explained. 
Moerschel promised Mayor Homer 
Clevenger at St. Charles county 
jail today that he would submit 
his resignation as City Treasurer 
this afternoon. While city funds 
are being audited, Mayor Cleven- 
ger said, the city will have to let 
bills accumulate. A new treasurer 
can be elected in 10 days, assum- 
ing the City ° Council accepts 
Moerschel’s_ resignation tonight, 
the Mayor said. Moerschel was 
undér $100,000 bond, as City Tréas- 
urer, 

Concealment Method. 
Moerschel concealed his “‘lift- 
ing” of city funds, Norris related, 
by placing bank funds in the city 
accounts just before the city audi- 
tors made their examinations. 
Then when the audits were' over, 
he would return the bank’s funds. 
In embezzling bank funds, Norris 
continued, Moerschel made false

Army Air Forces said that cloud 
conditions were “almost perfect.” 
The Air Forces’ instruments will 
be taken to the United States for 
examination and study. : 

As the moments of totality ap- 
proached scientists put their in- 
struments into readiness, All 
smoking was prohibited so there 
might be no possible light inter- 
ference with the telescopi¢ cam- 
eras. 

Specially equipped planes circled 
overhead at 30,000 feet taking 
photographs of various phases of 
the eclipse and made a special 
attempt to photograph the shadow 
of the eclipse racing across the 
earth’s surface. 

Check on Einstein Theory. 

The absence of cloud formations 
during totality was expected to 
enable scientists to measure with 
accuracy the phenomena being 
studied as a check of Einstein's 
shift theory. 

Dr. George Van Biesbroeck of 
Yerkes Observatory, who was in 
charge of this phase of the obser- 
vations, said that “conditions were 
good for carrying out the tests of 
the Einstein theory.” 

Einstein’s hypothesis is that the 
light of stars close to the sun bend 
in passing through the sun’s mag- 
netic field, -causing the stars to 
appear to shift their position. 
Biesbroeck will not know 
whether the experiment has pro- 
duced positive proof of the theory 
until he returns here six months 
later, He will leave his telescopic 
camera in place and at that time 
will take a second photograph 
when the stars are in the same 
position as they are today. Any 
difference in position would indi- 
cate that Einstein’s theory is cor- 
rect. , 


Last Until 1955. 


Exceptional scientific prepara- 
tions were made because this was 
the last total eclipse until 1955.

Technological superiority has been im- 


plied to Stalin’s research program. 


The man on the street views 
these claims and wonders whether 
er not to credit their accuracy. 
He knows of the iron curtain and 
the unexcelled secrecy concern- 
ing what goes on in Russia. 
What is he to believe? What 
chain of logic or circumstances 
with which he is familiar can 
guide him to more or less accur- 
ate conclusions? 

Disregarding any and all sta- 
tistics and opinions, let us see 
if we can put together enough 
self-evident facts to form an in- 
telligent deduction on Russia 
aloft. : 


Prewar Development. 

In the first place, we know that 
prior to the war Germany and 
Russia cooperatively carried out 
sizeable research and  develop- 
ment projects in plants and lab- 
oratories located in Russia. So- 
viet authorities were proud enough 
of their scientific progress at that 
time to invite some of our own 
leading technical authorities to 
view their success. 


We further know that during 
the war Russia was able to pro- 
duce the bulk of the planes with 
which she stood up against Hit- 
ler. Those planes were effective 
enough to match the Luftwaffe. 
True, they were chiefly tactical 
aircraft — fighters, dive bombers, 
and reconnaissance -—- but they 
fitted Red Army requirements as 
they were designed to do. 

As to airmen, the Soviet 
matched the Luftwaffe. As to 
maintenance men, the Soviet kept 
her air forces in operation during 
the world’s worst weather—snow, 
ice, mud, poor fields and bitter 
cold. The Red Army Air Forces 
were good enough to fly 30,000 
sorties in three days during the 
final phases of the war. That is 
not the accomplishment of a 
weakling, and, furthermore, it 
came at the end of a long and 
furious campaign. 

The United States and Great 
Britain supplemented Soviet air- 
power with lend-lease aircraft. 
The Russians maintained ‘those 
planes and fought them well. In 
addition to the lend-lease types, 
Russia came into possession of 
practically every model of air- 
craft possessed by the Allies, in- 
cluding fully equipped B-29 Super- 
fortresses. 

Sound Research Basis. 

What then is the sum of our 
knowledge about Soviet airpower 
thus far? It is that prewar Rus- 
sia had a sound foundation in re- 
search and development; that she 
produced planes in quality and 
quantity to stand up in combat; 
that her airpower was stronger 
at the end of the war than at the 
beginning; that at the end of the 
war she possessed the full range 
ef Anglo-American aircraft and 
instruments; that she had great 
resources in raw materials and a 
great corps of flight and main- 
tenance crews. 

Research is the next field in 
which we have definite knowledge 
ef the Russian position. Germany 
realized in the middie '30s that 
she could not hope to whip a4 
eombination of Anglo-American 
airpower in a long war with the 
planes which would be available at 
the beginning of the conflict. She, 
therefore, discarded the idea of 
eut-producing British-American in- 
dustry and turned to a vast re- 
search program which was to sup- 
ply superior weapons for the 
eventual polishing-off of Brifish 
and United States airpower. We 
saw some of those weapons in 
action. The buzz-bomb was one; 
the supersonic rocket another; the 
jet aircraft a third. And these 
were only the beginning. 

The German research pro- 
gram was the greatest thing of 
ite kind ever inaugurated in 
aeronautics. It continued with- 
out abatement until Germany 
was overrun. Principally, it was 
located in eastern Germany, 4s 
far as possible from Anglo- 
American loig - range bomb 
strikes. Other portions of it were 
located in satellite countries and 
much of it had gone under- 


This awesome organization 
lay almost wholly in the path 
ef the Red Army advance and 
fell—lock, stock, and barrel— 
into Soviet hands. The same was 
true of the German industrial 
establishment which was to im- 
plement the results of the re- 


search. 

Russia, realizing what she 
had found, kept this program 
going almost without interrup- 
tion. What she could move was 
stripped from Germany and 
taken home. What she could 
not move was continued in op- 
eration where it was, in the 
Seviet zone. We saw results of 
the latter in the rockets which 
appeared Scandinavian 
countries after the war. 

Let us pause again and add up 
the score of known facts as we 
have them thus far. Russia had 
a capable industry and tactical 
air force of her own during the 
war, Additionally, she ended the 
war with units o¢f all American 
aircraft models and instruments. 
At the end of the war she in- 
herited the most comprehensive 
aeronautical research program on 


tooling, and the German scientific 
staff which largely fell into her 
hands. Since the war the scien- 
tific program has continued with- 
out interruption. 

Proceeding from this point, we 
have the further considerations 
that Russia has inexhaustible 
manpower; has the world’s most 
extensive experierce in Arctic 
flying; has the geographic area 
in which aviation is the trans- 
portation answer; and has a sys- 
tem of government which can 
regiment her air industry. 

This does not add up to uncon- 
querable airpower, but it is not a 
picture of hopeless weakness. 
And, if it lacks some elements of 
airpower as we define them in 
the United States, we should re- 
member that Soviet aviation is 
geared to one objective and 
Anglo-American to another. 


Time for Achievement. 


The question now is whether 
the Communist empire can com- 
bine all of the elements of air- 
power possessed or inherited, and, 
if so, how soon. 


It is the writer’s judgment that 
Russia can create within three to 
five years an irresistible tactical 
airpower capable of sweeping up 
the land mass of Europe, Asia 
and Africa, This opinion is based 
partly on Russian ability and 
partly on the character of the op- 
position she would meet in that 
area of the globe. 
To achieve a like degree of long- 
range strategic airpower, the 
Soviet will require closer to a 
decade. In the meantime, the de- 
gree of progress of Anglo-Ameri- 
can global-range strategic avia- 
tion, capable ‘of retaliation upon 
war-making power at its source, is 
the measure of the hope of avoid- 
ing another world war. British- 
American power to retaliate di- 
rectly and swiftly with atomic 
strikes against the Communists, 
in case of a move toward world 
aggression, is the one certai 
factor in world stabilization. 
The democracies have neither 
the natural resources, man- 
power, nor political organiza- 
tion to match the military econ- 
omy of the Soviet Union. There- 
fore, we can not win a third 
world war but we can make 
such a war unthinkable and un- 
profitable to the victor. Our two 
aces in the hole are strategic 
aircraft and equally strategic 
submarines. To be of any ef- 
fect they must exist in quality 
and quantity sufficient to con- 
stitute an indisputable check- 
mate at the moment any ag- 
gressive action is started. 
Without the counterbalance of 
Anglo-American _ strategic _air- 
power in being, and the contin- 
uous research and development— 
to make it ever more effective, 
Soviet aviation might well run 
away with the world—first the 
land mass of the Old World, and 
afterward the Western Hemis- 


phere, 

It is the writer's judgment that 
American aviation cannot reach 
its essential development while at 
bureau status in the traditional 
branches of the service, I firmly 
believe that only through auton- 
omy of the Air Forces can this 
matter be resolved to the safety 
of the nation and the world.

How bad the situation is in Rus- 
sian occupied or satellite coun- 
tries, is shown by the constant

Another proof of shortages in 
countries “behind the iron cur- 
tain” is the fact that the Roman- 
ian oil fields now yield only 30 
per cent of their prewar produc- 
tion. The reason is that during 
the last 10 years no mining or 
drilling equipment could be re- 
newed, Russia has none to spare. 
Thus today the Austrian oil fields 
at Zistorsdorf, whose equipment 
is of more recent origin, are sup- 
plying Romania and Czechosla- 
vakia with oil. Sixty per cent of 
all production of the Zistorsdorf 
oil wells goes “East.” ’

Size of the Job 


The ills Which the United States, under the 

Truman doctrine, is moving to combat, cover 
most of Europe and much of Asia. They are 
both economic and political, they are appallingly 
complex, and they are imminent. The United 
“States will have its best chance to make the 
doctrine succeed if its Government and its people 
realize at the very outset something of what they 
are*up against—how much for how many, and 
how fast and how long. 
* Competent observers are telling their fellow- 
countrymen that collapse of a large part of the 
world impends, and that the consequences to the 
United States would be tremendous. 

“A collapse in Europe,” says Mark Sullivan, 
‘ig imminent, so disastrous as to be almost 
beyond imagination.” ‘Within one year or two,” 
says Leland Stowe, “a major economic and finan- 
cial crisis is bound to shake most of Europe. 
..~« The United States cannot hope to achieve 
any genuine stability at home until some impor- 
tant degree of economic stability has been re- 
stored in most of Europe.” A correspondent of 
the New York Times, sounding the same warn- 
ing, says the United States’s labor of reconstruc- 
tion may take as long as 10 years. 

Greece, the country. which through force of 
circumstances the Truman Administration has 
taken up first, embodies all the major ailments 
that beset these nations. Its economy is bank- 
rupt. It can be re-established only by a stable 
political regime. At the same time, the political 
condition of the country is virtually as bankrupt 
as the economic. To make matters worse, the 
political moderates are being stifled by the ex- 
tremes of left and right. 

In Hungary, Italy, Austria and China, as in 
Greece, inflation has reached fantastic propor- 
tions, and the currency is threatened with com- 
plete breakdown. In all the countries concerned, 
there is not enough food to avert hunger. Ger- 
many and Korea, dismembered by occupation 
zones, are deteriorating, the former at a par- 
ticularly alarming rate. Bulgaria, Romania; 
Yugoslavia, Albania and Poland are not only 
bankrupt and hungry, but oppressed by Rus- 
sian domination. The grinding misery of Aus- 
tria and Hungary are being exploited and in- 
creased by Russia in the effort to bring them 
also into the Soviet orbit of total control. 

In these countries Communists are at work— 
half again as many as in the Soviet Union itself 
—and in many of them extreme rightists, near- 
fascists or fascists in all but name. Political 
moderates are finding their area of choice in- 
creasingly limited to the Communists or the 
fascist-like Common Man Party in Italy, the 
native fascist Kuomintang in China, the decid- 
edly conservative elements in Korea, ,and, in 


- France, rightist elements which are reported 


hoping to make the anti-Communism of the Tru- 
man Doctrine the means of a rise to power. 

Even England, for all its great economic and 
political maturity, is not without its danger of 
being driven by bankruptcy into a more extreme 
politics than it would choose of its own free will. 
As its dollar credits melt and its exports still 
fall short of enough to earn the country’s way, 
the British are being pushed toward such de- 
vices of the total state as state trading. 

This is a staggering job which the United 
States, in the Truman Doctrine, has undertaken. 
Yet it must be done because we cannot accept 
the alternative. 
unless and until we can help England and France 
‘to risé up again and join us in the task. 

What is the alternative? It is to stand by and 
let Europe’s misery and despair continue un- 
checked and the Communism which it breeds to 
extend until it covers perhaps the world. 

Congressional sentiment supports the Presi- 
dent. We have made our choice. We have set 
our course. : 


For a Good Law, Good Personnel 


Gov. Donnelly signature on the King-Thomp- 
son bil, which has the effect of outlawing strikes 
in Missouri public utilities, follows immediately 
on the settlement of the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone strike. Indeed, it follows so swiftly that 
it seems apparent the Governor waited until the 
telephone strike was settled before he made the 
bill a law. : 

This raises the interesting question whether 
approval by the Governor in the course of the 
strike would have brought improper pressure 
for settlement, The point can be argued with 
force both ways and it is just as well that the 
chief executive did not raise the issue. How 
he feels about public utility strikes and how the 
Legislature feels is clear enough from the leg- 
islgtion put on the statute books. 

Lacking an emergency clause, the new law 
will not become effective until 90 days after ad- 
journment. This means that application will not 
come until about the middle of September. The 
interval does not need to be lost time. Those 
who must enforce this law have a lot of work 
on their hands in getting ready to enforce it 
wisely, efficiently and surely. 

They will serve the law as well as the state 
by using the period to obtain fair, widely repre- 
sentative, understanding citizens for the five- 
mémber Board of Mediation on which so much 
of the success of the measure must depend. 
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Honesty Is the Best Business 

The Better Business Bureau of St. Louis, 
which will be 30 years old this week, is an or- 
ganization which all the consumers in this metro- 
politan area had better thank their stars for. 
Not just their lucky stars. Their watchful stars. 
For its watchfulness is their protection. 

Whether it’s a confidence swindle to gyp vet- 
erans, a dodge to charge too much for shoe 
shines, the sale of unburnable black dirt for coal, 
a clothing lottery racket, or false labeling of 
products, the Better Business Buréau is interest- 
ed. Being interested means, in the bureau's lan- 
guage, exposing the thing and having the law 
on it. 

The bureau is financed by business men, but 
nobody owns it, and it takes good care that no 
one ever shall, The financial céntribution which 
any one source may make to its support is lim- 
ited to a small fraction of its total income. It 
wants to be just as free to crack down on a mem- 
ber as it would be to crack down on a complete 
stranger.

enlightened self-interest. The business men who 
support it do not do so because they are do-good- 
ers. They do it because racketeers in business 
hurt all business and all business men, including 
themselves. They do it to protect the good name 
of business. And a good day's work it is, every 
day of the year. 


Reminder to the Courts 

The Supreme Court's decision in the Texas 
contempt case not only reaffirms the sturdy 
principle of freedom. of press, but represents a 
good humored reminder to members of the judi- 
ciary, however high, that they cannot consider 
themselves sacrosanct. 

This was not exactly an easy decision, al- 
though the court decided the matter in clear- 
cut fashion by 6 to 3. On the one hand there 
was press freedom, and on the other the essen- 


tial right of judges to defend the workings of: 


justice against dangerous attack. As Justice 


“ Frankfurter said, in a dissent, “It cannot be re- 


peated too often that the freedom of press so 
indispensable to our democratic society presup- 
poses an independent judiciary which will, when 
occasion demands, protect that freedom.” 

Yet the majority decided that when a County 
Judge sentenced three Corpus Christi, Tex., 
newspaper men each to three days in jail for 
contempt, because they criticized his conduct of 
an eviction case, he was not acting in defense 
of his court. 


Justice Douglas conceded that the Texas judge ° 


may have been unfairly and vehemently criti- 
cized. But he said that “the vehemence of the 
language used is not alone the measure of the 
power to punish for contempt.” There must be, 
he said, “an imminent, not merely a likely, threat 
to the administration of justice,” and that he 
could not discover in the newspaper articles and 
editorial about the Texas case. 

This decision ought to stand as a reasonable 
test of what is contempt and what is not. If the 
action of a newspaper, or anyone else, actually 
endangers the objective and fair progress of a 
court case, that is contempt. 

But, as Justice Douglas said with a somewhat 
ironical nod to his more sensitive brethren in 
the black robes, “a judge may not hold in con- 
tempt one ‘who ventures to publish anything that 
tends to make’ him unpopular ...’” Such ac- 
tion, he concluded, did not represent “any im- 
minent or serious threat to a judge of reason- 
able fortitude.” 

Presumably the judiciary of the nation is now 
on notice to regard itself even as other men are, 
and not beyond the pale of criticism. This nails 
down the principle of freedom of press a little 
more firmly than before. But if the nation’s 
press recognizes its victory, it will also have to 
concede an added duty to observe and report 
the judicial process with a new and more careful 
respect. That is what the administration of jus- 
tice requires. 
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Apathy, Toward Armed Unity 
The reported apathy in Congress toward the 
armed forces merger bill puts Congress in a sorry 
light... This bill makes a start, if nothing more, 
toward uniting our forces for national defense. 
The step is essential to the safety of the coun- 
try in an age of lightning and atomic war. In- 


stead of apathy, it should induce the most en- 


ergetic interest. 

Neither does the reason advanced for the 
apathy in the House do that body any credit. 
As reported from Washington, Republican lead- 


_ers have not been pushing the bill because they 


are convinced it would not make any immedi- 
ate reductions in the budget. 

Are the Republican leaders so obsessed with 
saving money that they do not understand the 
importance of saving the country? The merger 
plan would undoubtedly save money in the long 
run, but even if it didn’t, what then? The pri- 
mary reason for passage of the bill is that it fs 
a start toward tightening up national security. 

Congress should shake off its apathy and speed 
this bill through at the present session. The 
first step it takes is on a long and obstacle- 
strewn road. We cannot afford to lose time in 


. being on the way. 
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Bigger Shoes for Aircraft 
Plane builders have made a persuasive warn- 
ing before a Senate Commerce subcommittee. 
Not only has military aircraft production been 
cut drastically. The industry can only guess what 
government demand will be in the next two, 
three, five years. Only 1330 military planes were 


made last year, according to Oliver P. Echols, : 


president of the Aircraft Industries Association, 
against a minimum of 3000 recommended by the 
Government's Air Co-ordinating Committee. It 
is doubtful that we have a sufficient emergency 
force of latest-type craft and, potentially even 
worse, that the industry could expand its output 
rapidly enough in a national emergency. 

Russia, Echols said, continues plane produc- 
tion at wartime rates. Glenn L. Martin pointed 
out that our nation “loses its guarantees of na- 
tional security and perhaps even its hopes of 
peace” with the excessive decline of production. 
Unless this country lays down a firm five-year 
plan-building program immediately, President 
Robert E. Gross of Lockheed said, the chance is 
strong that we shall be “outstripped in technical 
achievements by Britain and surpassed in num- 
bers by Russia.” 

Actually, it is not the quantity of planes made 
in peacetime that is important, but the develop- 
ment of warplanes which will represent at any 
moment the furthest thrust of aeronautical sci- 
ence, It is better to build models and dies for 
10 planes of the greatest possible speed, ma- 
neuverability and firepower than to build 10,000 
planes of last year’s design. Even during the 
war, Robert A. Lovett, Under Secretary of War 
for Air, held down the production of existing 
models to await new models. 

The nation will listen to the Aircraft<Indus- 
tries Association more intently if, instead of 
stressing greater production of old models, it 
demands: ample expenditure for the development 
of planes of revolutionary design.

Where We Failed Before 


There is no reason to believe that the 
Government is now going to change either 
its mind or its tactics. If the grant is left 
unsupervised, nearly half the money will 
go to the military. The rest wiH be swal- 


lowed up, and by the time it gets to the 


Greek public will have accomplished an 
infinitesimal amount of good. 


The grant-in-aid to Greece must be made 
with a lot of strings attached. 

In the first place, it is imperative for the 
United States to play a peaceful and help- 
ful part in Greece—if America wants to 
carry out Mr, Truman's wishes in control- 
ling Communism, If the United States ex- 
tends a loan to Greece, with full or wink- 
ing knowledge that the money is going to 
be used to fight a civil war—it is hardly 
playing a peaceful part. 

The United States did this in China dur- 
ing and after the war against Japan. It 
helped the central Government fight the 
Communists. The policy failed completely. 


Greeks last year voted the extreme right 
into power jin fear of the extreme left. Now 
they are ruled by the right and without 
outside interference there is no possibil- 
ity of change. \ 


America Must Sit In 


It would be silly to cali for elections now. 
In -time of civil war it is impossible to try 
to hold free elections. 


The United States should force the Greek 
Governmentyto give a real amnesty to the 
guerrillas. The present amnesty says that 
if the guerrillas surrender, they will be 
tried by civil courts—if they have commit- 
ted any crimes. Since guerrillas live off 
the land, nearly all of them have com- 
mitted some kind of crime, so are liable to 
trial. 


The American Government must stper- 
vise the distribution of the money. It must 
have officials in Greece who sit in on Gov- 
ernment council meetings, and who have 
not only advisory powers, but the capacity 
to say a definite “no” to the Greek Gov- 
ernment when it is spending the money of 
American taxpayers. 


These representatives must be able to go 
around the country and see that agreed 
measures are being carried out, Finally, the 
American Government must force the 
Greeks to stop importing luxury goods in- 
stead of necessities. 

Greek business men, who seem to have 
little faith in the future, buy luxury goods 
with prewar credits, with foreign exchange 
acquired through graft and corruption in 
the Government—or by just plain smug- 
gling. ° 

If the American Government demands 
strict control of imports, and strict regu- 
lation of foreign exchange credits belong- 
ing to Greek merchants and industry, the 
money might do some good, 
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Democracy, But What Is It? 


From the Courier-Journal 


The Gallup poll reveals that not all the 
people of the world consider the United 
States the most democratic of nations. 
Swedes, for instance, think they enjoy moré 
democracy than we, Hollanders look upon 
Engiand asthe paragon of democratic gov- 
ernment, and France thinks Switzerland de- 
serves the title. 

Happily, our standing in the estimation 
of other countries is high on the list of 
democratic nations, and it is pleasing to 
note that a plurality of people consider the 
United States the best democracy to be had. 
We doubt, though, that this is cause either 
for smugness or gloom. The validity of 
such opinion must be quéstioned, when one 


considers that in naming the most demo- 
cratic nation on earth, a Frenchman with 
his free enterprise and individualistic tra- 
dition is guided by a different notion of 
the meaning of democracy than is, say, a 
Swede in his co-operative state. 


Democracy means many things to many 
people, and until we have some agreement 
on the meaning of the word which is so 
widely’ and loosely used, we shall not feel 
too elated over our eminence in such a poll. 
We would not be tremendously flattered to 
find that the Russians had voted us the 
most democratic nation in the world, know- 
ing as we do the connotation of the word 
in the Soviet,

That Clark L#e and some of his friends 
captured Col. Méisinger, the Butcher of 
Warsaw and the No. 1 Gestapo man in 
the Orient, and for this Lee was arrested 
by Gen, Elliott Thorpe. 

That Clark Lee and Harry Brundidge 
were the first Americans to find Tokyo 
Rose, the Los Angeles-born girl who was 
an active propagandist for the Japs. They 
sneaked her into the Imperial Hotel at 
Tokyo and got her story. 

That a fatal mistake was made by our 
high command at Anzio when, after win- 
ning the beachhead, our troops were or- 
dered to dig in instead of going on to 
take the high ground dominating it. 

That American planes often bombed 
American troops; for example, at Mal- 
medy, our troops were attacked by B-17s 
for seven straight days. 

That, at their meeting in Honolulu, 
Gen. Mac Arthur talked for three straight 
hours to President Roosevelt, who said 
afterward, “You know, Doug, you told me 
more about the Pacific in that time than 
I ever learned in my whole life.”

He Is No Stooge. 


When you look into Ives’s back- 
ground, you see at once that this 
question is beside the point. Ives 
has been through the fire of polit- 
ical battle and he has emerged 
with a reputation for high integ- 
rity and great know-how in gov- 
ernment. To several visitors, Dew- 
ey has expressed the belief that 
Ives is the best, qualified man to 
enter the Senate of the United 
States in many years.

TRUMAN SENDS D.A.R 


Says It Depends on Co-opera- 
tion Among People as Well 
as Governments. 


WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP)— 
President Truman told the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
last night that “the security of the 
United States depends to a con- 
siderable degree on-how well we 
succeed in fostering co-operation 
among people as well as among 
governments.” 

In a message read at the D.A.R.’s 
fifty-sixth Continental Congress,. 
the President said: “Co-operation 
is the cornerstone of our foreign 


policy.” 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Army chief of staff, took the plat- 


form in Constitution Hall to rous- 
ing applause and called for vigi- 
lance against “vicious cults.” 

He said such cults “seek in ter- 
mite fashion to destroy the foun- 
dations” established by Magna 
Carta, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution, . 

Says They Seek to Divide. 
“They recognize as our primary 
strength the unity of our people 
and so use every plausible argu- 
ment to create division. Industrial- 
ly, socially, politically, they seek 
to divide and confuse,” he said. 
Eisenhower said that knowing 
the American iove of individual’ 
freedom they make extravagant, 
false promises that they will give 
to each a better life,/more liberty 
end greater happiness. 

He said they hoped to hide from 
the unthinking, by their propagan- 
da, the inevitable “sword of dicta- 
rship that is so clearly evident 
in every form of statism.” 
So long as they have no more 
than their “own manufactured 
falsehoods as ammunition, they 
are bound to fail,” he said. 
“Their real chance comes from 
failure on our part to live up hon- 
estly and persistently to the true 
principles on which this country 
was founded.” 

Wants Schools Watched. 
From Mrs. Julius Y. Talmadge 
of Athens, Ga., president general 
of the D.A.R. came a request for 
every member of the organization 
to “constitute herself a committee 
of one” to oppose the infiltration 
of Communist teachers in Ameri- 
can schools.”

The tax bracekt starts with a 

tax of $1 for a net income of 1 
cent to $200, and ranges up to a 
tax of $261 for a net income of 
$9800 to $10,000.

Taylor also sponsored the bill 
to repeal the law requiring copies 
of federal returns to be filed with 
the state return. He said the law 
is no longer necessary because 
the Internal Revenue Department 
now permits state tax officials to 
inspect federal returns. He esti- 
maed the state would save $8000 
to $10,000 a year by not having to 
print and distribute copies of the 
federal returns.

educators, police officials, psychi- 
atrists, and sundry other grown- 
ups, But what do the delinquent 
kids themselves think about de- 
linquency? 

Why are they delinquent? Do 
they want to be delinquent? What 
can we: do, in their opinion, to 
abate juvenile delinquency,

Youngsters do not want to be 
delinquent but are forced into 
Wwaywardness by circumstances, 
the questioners established beyond 
a Goubt- Most of the kids live 
in terribly overcrowded quarters, 
where privacy and decent living 
have become obsolete. Another 
cause which contributes greatly to 
juvenile delinquency has been the 
reckless importation of “souvenir 
guns.” Let a kid have a gun and

the older kids—15, 16, 17, 18—have 
tried to find jobs and have been 
unsuccessful.

Floodlights for 


Summer Lawns

ERHAPS you've been thinking 
P putting in a light to add 
to the pleasure of your terrace 
or lawn come 
summer nights, ; 


those delightful 
If you want a light on a rela- 


tively small aréa of your lawn ~- 


or terrace, consider a large, bulb, 
100-, 150- or 200-watt, with a re- 
flector. This is a relatively easy 
wiring and installation job, one 
that may require only a bracket, 
reflector, bulb and wiring. Yet 
you'll get a great deal of pleasure 
out of the extra light that will 
permit card games, croquet and 
other fun now denied you by dark- 
ness. 

For greater flexibility consider 
an adjustable floodlight of the in- 
closed type for outdoor use. 
Floodlights can be had with re 
flectors in several sizes up to 
about 10 inches in diameter, in 
styles that can be screwed onto 
a wall or post or the portable 
kind that is set on a table. Still 
another type that’s especially good 
for lighting that problem drive-. 
way or what-have-you at the sum- 
mer cottage is the one with a 
spike and support that can be 
driven into the ground. In some 
the support is adjustable, extend- 
ing from about three to six feet, 
thus giving you the height you 
need. On all these outdoor types, 
a weather-resistant cord is pro- 
vided in lengths up to about 20 
feet. 

There’s a newcomer showing up 
among flashlights that will give 
you an amazing amount of light 
over a large area. This is a 
fluorescent lantern, a compact af- 
fair shaped something like a nar- 
row box camera. It’s lighted by 
a six-watt fluorescent tube fed by 
a battery,

Health Services bill as the Na- 
tional School and Health Dill, 
which was wrong! I apologize for 
this mistake and I make amends 
by mentioning here that the bill 
has now been introduced in the 
Senate by six Senators. 

This bill would authorize $10,- 
000,000 in federal grants to the 
states for the first year, and $15,-

to detect faulty teeth, eyes, heart, 
etc. 


UNDER THIS BILL, treatment 
May be provided for such defects 
when there is severe economic dis- 
tress in the child’s home. And spe- 
cial attention would be paid to 
rural areas. It would also be pos- 


sible to give demonstrations of the 


proper training of personnel for 
health services in the schools. 
Various other provisions in the 
bill seem to me excellent, since 
they draw together various depart- 
ments of the government in a joint 
effort to do a good job in the mat- 
ter of our school. children’s 
health. Without good health, a 
child canhot fully profit from his 
schooling, so these efforts are gen- 
uinely a part of education,

Bascom Lunsford, Here for Event Starting Tomorrow, Is a Top Authority on Square Dance

ASGOM LAMAR LUNSFORD, 

the Appalachian Minstrel from 

South Turkey Creek in North 
Carolina, is here with his five- 
string banjo, git-tar and fiddle 
whooping it up for the National 
Folk Festival, which is coming to 
town toniorrow. Wherever any- 
thing is doing in the folk festival 
line, Lunsford, farmer by tradition 


and lawyer by profession but folk- | 


lorist by preference, is up to his 
neck in it, for he founded the festi- 


» valin Asheville 20 years ago and has 


kept it going ever since, lend- 
ing a hand between times wher- 
ever such festivals are given, 
which is most everywhere, for 
from Asheville festivals spread 
through the South and found their 
Way north, coming to their full 
fruitage in the National Folk Fes- 
tival. 

Though he is, first of all, a folk 
authority and high-class lecturer, 
Lunsford can on occasion get in 
there and sing the old songs with 
the best of them and is happiest 
when the caller chants “Get your 
partners, form a ring, count off, 


-start the music and all go left,” 


for he is am authority on the 
square dance too and, either from 
the side li or as a participant 
and pace-setter, he is a caller who 
has to be reckoned with. 

The traditional square danee is 
performed by only four couples, 
whence comes its name, but in 
the Southern Appalachian settle- 
ments everybody who wants to is 
permitted to dance. . That makes 
it more sociable, for the couples 
are kept moving around the 
ring as they dance each figure 
instead of keeping each square of 
four couples together during the 
whole set. It starts off with a 


- “big ring,” out ef which the danc- 


ers break into circles of two cou- 
ples in most figures, the odd cou- 
ples moving around, repeating the 
figure with each even couple. 
The figures that are danced in 
the mountains down there were 
handed down from the pioneer 
forefathers. Althowgh there are 
some variations, these are not en- 
couraged and there has been little 
change in the music, usually the 
violin, banjo and five-string banjo 
played in a lively headlong style, 
about 140 notes to the minute in 
2-4 time, sharply accented on the 
first note of each measure. The 


\ callers, though, are a law unto 
themselves, making free with im- 


provisations and _ interpolations 
that add to the gayety. A. light, 
springing, sprightly step is ap- 
proved, but more accented move- 
ments, bounding and stomping 
are allowable: The length of a 
set, however, sometimes 15 min- 
utes or longer, discourages such 
exuberance, 

When partners have been chos- 


~en and it’s on with the dance as 


the thing is done under the ex- 
pert direction of Lunsford, they all 
join hands, with lady on her part- 
ner’s right, and the count-off 
comes, each man counting in turn, 
counter-clockwise, and the odds 
and evens have been formed. With 
the start of the music, all go left 
with joined hands, circling side- 
wise to left half way around, then 
to right half way back. 

In the promenade they all circle 
the hall’ counter-clockwise. In the 
grand right and left, the men and 


women move 
tions. Each 


in opposite direc- 
man gives right 
hand to first lady, left hand to 
second, as he weaves in and out 
until he meets his partner, whom 
he swings. When it is odd cou- 
ples out and circle up fours, the 
odd-numbered couple form a circle 
by joining hands four hands 
around with the next ever couples 
on their right. They Gircle four 
steps with the clock and four 


‘against it, and start a figure.

N right hands over, from circle 

of fours, men join right hands 

in center and ladies do likewise 
and they step in wheel formation 
clockwise four steps. Then it is 
left hands back. Then it is swing 
your own and on you go. Even 
couples mark time in their orig- 
inal places, facing center. All odd 
couples move in reverse to the 
next even couple and circle up 
fours, right hands over, left hands 
back, swing corner lady, swing 
partner, and on you go, until] all 
odd couples have danced with all 
even couples and are back in their 
original places. 

When the call is for the bird to 
hop out and the crow hop in, 
the odd man hops to center, odd 
lady joins hands with even couple, 
and they circle him once, then 
swing your corner lady, now your

cle wrong side out, but not losing 
the original handclasps. For the 
four- leaf clover they start as 
circle of fours, the odd couple 
ducks between the even couple, 
turning away from each other. 
This causes them to pass their 
clasped hands over théir own 
heads, concluding with each 
dancer’s hands crossed in front’ 
of him. The clover is broken by 
odd couples arch and evens under, 
in which the even couples move 
under the crossed hands and be- 
tween the odd couple, giving the 
original circle of four, and again 
it’s on you go. Ladies whirl while 
the men mark time and the men 
whirl while the Jadies mark time, 
then they all join hands and 
everybody whirls, 

Now -it’s time to swing grand- 
and the men swing their 
corner ladies, and now it’s time 
for the little girl from Arkansaw, 
with the men swinging their part- 
ners, odd couples moving on to 
the next even couples until odd 
couples have traveled around the 
big ring. Promenating the ladies 
to their seats finishes the set. 

That is the way it will be done 
tomorrow afternoon at the open- 
ing of the Thirteenth National 
Folk Festival at the Opera House,

When it comes to folklore Luns- 
ford has a high place among the 
masters. He has been a ballad 
hunter almost as long as he can 
remember. Most collectors are 
content to be that, but Lunsford 
is also a performer and director. 
He was brought up in what is 
called “the ballad country,” be- 
tween the Blue Ridge and the 
Smokies. As a child he learned 
the folklore of his people. Grow- 
ing up, he mourned the decline of 
the old balladry and bestirred 
himself to keep it from passing 
entirely. It was because there was 
music in his soul that when he 
was a child he made his first fid- 
dle out of a cigar box. When it 
gave place to a five-string banjo 
he went about to the bean-string- 
in’s, corn-shuckin’s, barn-raisin’s, 
butter-stirrin’s, candy-breakin’s, 
shoe-arounds and shindigs, as Bill 
Sharpe says in his book, “Tar On 
My Heels,” pickin’ up ballads 
wherever he went, learning them 
“by heart,” for he had a prodi- 
gious memory. He knows so many 
of them by heart that when he 
was asked to make some record- 
ings for the Columbia University 
Library he turned out 316 record- 
ings from memory before they 
could stop him. His collection 
numbers about 3000, which is 
probably a record for an individ- 
ual. 

Luhtsford has been a director 
of the National Folk Festival ever 
since it started and every year 
when it comes time for the annual 
event he is on hand well in ad- 
vance of the dates talking it up, 
lecturing about it: That is why 
he is here now, helping out in 
every way he can, for the folk 
festival is dear to his heart.

North-South were using the 
Blackwood Convention, and of 
course North’s five diamond and 
six heart bids announced, respec- 


tively, one ace and two kings. 


After the opening lead of & 
heart. South could spread the 
hand for all the tricks, and the 
argument then began to rage 
whether or not South had been 
timid in reaching only a small 
slam. South’s stand was that de- 
spite North’s raise to four dia- 
monds and his later promise of 
one ace and two kings, there had 
been the real danger that North 
would turn up with the ace-king 
of spades, four diamonds to the 
ten and the king of hearts, thus 
making it necessary to catch the 
diamond king that would be miss- 
ing. A grand slam contract, when 
missing the king of the key suit, 
would obviously be a bad risk, he 
pointed out. 

South's last statement was un- 
questionably correct. In this case, 
however, it appears that South 
was unduly pessimestic, It is un- 
deniable that North might have 
held the heart king instead of the 
diamond king, but in view of his 
direct raise to four diamonds 
(which incidentally was a ques 
tionable action, since North's 
hand was a dead minimum) the 
combination chance that he would 
supply the diamond king or that 
if he lacked that important card 
a diamond finesse would succeed, 
was good enough to justify the 
grand-slam effort. It was rea- 
sonable to asssume, right from 
the start, that North’s opening bid 
was a “mini” and that being so, 
he would not raise to four dia- 
monds, except with a really good 
fit—a better fit than four to a 
ten.

How It Started

Calling It a Turnpike—From the 
Turnstile! 

N automobile maps today a 

turnpike is a through road, 

usually of special width, and 
motorists in various sections of 
the country are familiar with this 
or that turnpike as a four-lane 
road, or a beautifully landscaped 
“parkway,” or at least a straight, 
direct highway. Literally, how- 
ever, a turnpike (turn plus pike) 
is “a frame consisting of two 
bars crossing each other at right 
angles and turning on a post or 
pin, to hinder the passage of 
beasts but admitting a person to 
pass between the arms.” In other 
words, a turnstile. And so Ben 
Jonson said: “I.move upon my 
axle like a turnpike!” 

Originally the turnpike was a 
barrier set across a road for de- 
fense against attack, a series of 
pikes! By the seventeenth cen- 


(;tury the barrier became a gate 


placed across a road for purposes 
of collecting tolls. Though lacking 
it 
continued to be called a “turnpike 
road.” Our old national highway 
running west from Washington 
through southern Ohio was such 
a “turnpike road,” early in its his- 
tory called the “turnpike,” and 
later the “pike.”

TWO GERMAN GENERALS 
PUT TO DEATH BY GREEKS 


Held Responsible for Slaughter of 
Cretans During Nazi 
Occupation. 

ATHENS, May 20 (UP)— Two 
German generals convicted of war 
criminality in the slaughter of ci- 
vilians on Crete during the fight- 
ing there were executed by firing 
squads today—the sixth anniver- 
sary of the German airborne at- 
tack on Crete. 

They were Lt. Gen, Frederick 
Wilhelm Muller and : n. 
Bruno Oswald Breuer. A special 
Greek court found them guilty 
last winter. King Paul rejected 
last-minute appeals for commuta- 
tion. Both generals refused blind- 
folds when they faced the rifle- 
men. Muller shouted “Long live 
Germany” and Breuer “Germany 
will live again” just before the
